Publishers Tak e the^ Business Seri­ 
ously and Net Immense Fortunes 
From It Yearly. 


In New York there are half a dozen 
dime-novei factories; In London there 
is an equal number, says a New York 
disp atch. Much of the time of the p ub­ 
lishers is occup ied in cutting 
the 
titles off their rivals’ p roductions and 
p asting new ones on after a few names 
have been changed. 
After a certain 
number of years, youth having 
out­ 
grown itself—and a new reading gen 
eration arisen—iha old 
novels 
are 
p ick ed up , rehasiied and rep roduced 
with new illustrations. 
It n*ould be 
utterly imp ossible, of cour.<?e, to turn 
out original m atter year after year 
at the rate of 1,003,000 cop ies (rep re­ 
senting ten to twenty libraries) p er 
factory p er week , says a writer in the 
Times. 
It is necessary, however, to invent 
every month or two a new series cf 
thrillers, which, combining t^e three 
best p roductions of a rival factory, 
p erhap s, may p ass among the boys as 
something comp aratively novel. 
As 
the manager of one of the country's 
bigaest nick el-horror factories once 
said to me: 
“The p ublic can be fooled most of 
the time, but the small boy?—not all 
of the time ” 
' 
This brings me tc the men who di­ 
rect this system of mutual p iracy and 
co-op erative humbug. Before I became 
a dime-novel writer I had conceived 
such men as something long-haired, 
unshaven and breathing of ambrosia. 
To my surp rise, I found that the di­ 
rectors of the dime-novel 
industry 
w’ere shrewd business men, who re­ 
garded their calling with a gravity 
that p rovok ed the mirth of those who 
had come in from the fresh air. 
The novice, however, soons falls un­ 
der the sp ell—that mystic influence 
which sends boys to the Rock ies arm­ 
ed to the teeth and gravely cock ing 
their p istols at every turn of the road. 
Author, p ublisher and boy reader— 
all live, in a world that is a distorted 
creation. 
Here is an examp le of this almost 
ludicrous gravity on the p ort of the 
p ublishers and writers of dime novels. 
We have heard too much about the 
boys. 
Tw’o week s after I had been 
hired as “the author of 'Slick Park er,' 
‘Old Wide Brim,' ‘Dauntless 
D an"' 
and other week ly p roductions I w^as 
called into conference with the man­ 
ager of the thriller dep artment and 
the head of the firm. 
It was a 
solemn 
meeting. “Old 
Wide Brim” had fallen off In circu­ 
lation. 
From 50,000 p er week It had 
drop p ed to 16,000. “Slick Park er” was 
not too good, either. They both need­ 
ed originality. 
The brains that had 
p roduced them for fifty-two weeifca 
each year wanted oiling. 
In Dust, a 
new brain was needed. The old one, 


worn out, would be discarded. 1 was! 
t 
he p rop osed new victim of the fac­ 
tory mills. 
“We'll tak e the two greatest de- 
leciive s 
said iho head of tiie firm 
gloomily, “and p ut them into one li­ 
brary for a bit. 
We’ll k ill the ‘Wide- 
Brim’ library, but we can’t k ill the 
hero right away. 
Put Slick Park er 
and Oiu Wide Brim on the same case, 
and—and—well, what have you to sug­ 
gest?” 
The manager of the thriller dep art­ 
ment and the new brain look ed at one 
another 
dizzily. 
Then the wheels be­ 
gan to work . Yes—that was the ideal 
Sp lendid! 
We would have the title 
made right away; “Slick Park er’s Al­ 
ly; or. Two Great Sleuths on the Same 
case.” Good! And for a front 
iilus- 
tration. 
Ha! (It was the p ersp iring 
manager who ejaculated) : 
“They get on the same trail, not 
k nowing about each other—meet at 
climax in dark room—p ossibly trap ­ 
door or sewer. 
They grap p le—tight 
to the death. Deadlock . Then a light 
or a familiar ejaculation. ‘You here— 
Slick Park er!’ ‘Old Wlde-Brim, by all 
that’s holy!’ ’’ 
“Mmm, very good,’’ said the head of 
the firm,

ed out? You might have the villains 
who trap p ed them enjoy the jok e of 
their not k nowing each other, and 
laugh when they hear the two great 
detectives fighting one another.

but shortly after

Bergers succeeded to a barony and 
there are now at the p resent time ten 
p eeresses of England and two—Lady 
Kinloss and Lady Gray—of Scotland. 
The Baroness Burdett-Coutts is the 
oldest p eeress in her own right; the 
youngest is Lady Clifton, who is a 
liny girl of 6, and who succeeded as 
seventeenth holder of

barony 
w’hen but a few months old.

years ago on the birthday of the old­ 
est p eeress, the Lady 
Clifton 
sent 
her a cluster of p ink roses, the at­ 
tached card containing the words: 
“From the youngest baroness to the 
oldest baroness in England." 
“The baroness," Is she is general­ 
ly termed, succeeded soon after her 
majority to the fortune of her grand­ 
father, Thomas Coutts, the bank er. 
At the same time .she became

of Coutts & Co. This fortune she ded­ 
icated to the service of the p oor. She 
was also the daughter and heiress of 
Sir Francis Burdett, M. P.

W’hen the new Ambrose channel in 
New York harbor is ready for the use 
of steamship s, which will be witbin 
the next tw'o years, a feature of the 
p ath to the ocean will be its brilliant 
lighting at night, says the New York 
Evening Telegram. 
Sp ecifications 
were accep ted 
by 
congress last sp ring for the construc­ 
tion of a lighthouse on Staten island 
at a cost of $ 100,000, for the setting 
of thirteen buoys to mark the chan­ 
nel; for the equip ment of new light 
vessels and new beacons and for re­ 
p airs for old ones. With fair p rogress 
in this work the tortuous 
highway 
from the harbor to the sea by way of 
the Gedney and the main channels 
will be deserted by ocean liners with­ 
in two years. 
By the Ambrose channel the course 
is about five miles shorter than the 
p resent route. 
Incoming vessels will 
p ick up a new lightship at the en­ 
trance and sail on the range line form­ 
ed by the old West Bank light, which 
is to be raised, and the new light on 
Staten island, near Richmond, nearly 
200 feet above the sea level « and with 
a lamp which will carry for twenty-j 
five or thirty miles. 
At Swinburne 
island, k nown as “The Bend,” two 
range lights are to he installed. Here 
vessels will change their course and 
sail toward the city with the Sandy 
Hook light and the North Hook bea­ 
con dead astern, and will p ick up a 
new gas tank vessel at the end of 
dangerous water and finally p ass a 
new stone beacon on Craven shoal. 
During the p assage of the channel 
the ship will be In a maze of light for 
the entire eighty miles. 
Seven fish­ 
ing red gas buoys to starboard and 
six fixed white gas buoys to p ort will 
mark the course. 
To comp lete the 
safeguards to navigation eleven new 
buoys will be set in the Gedney and 
the main channel.
